Keep up with aging customers 
Young clothes for ‘over-30s’ 
Your birthday by Stella

NEW Y O R K -(N E A )-A 
m anufacturer known for his 
youth-oriented 
apparel 
is 
now taking dead aim at the 
over 30 men’s market. 


“ I’m not copping out on 
my constituency.’’ he said, 
“just keeping up with the 
advancing age of my custo­ 
mers of the past 10 years.’’ 


Jesse Siegel, president of' 
Henry I. Siegel, whose m ar­ 
kets have been primarily the 
young set, is expanding his 
target area to include the 
over-30s. He believes that in 
the years ahead this age 
group will be the hottest 
growth area in the men’s 
wear business. 


Although Siegel bases his 
conviction on Census Bureau 
projections that show a vast 
increase in the numbers of 
men over 30 in the next 10 
years, the 
mens’ apparel 
business in the over-30 group 
will be further stimulated, he 
feels, by the consequences of 
the youth revolution of the 
’60s/ 


“As the youth of that gen­ 
eration 
m atures,” 
Siegel 
said, “its influence will ex­ 
tend to older generations. 


“The World War II and 
Korean vets got tired of olive 
drab and then tired of the 
sameness of civilian clothes 
when thev came home. But 


they had no choice. They’re 
the ones who now want to 
march in the peacock parade 
with their sons. And who can 
blame them ?” 


But the problem, accord­ 
ing to Siegel, is that nothing 
young-looking or e x c i t i n g 
was available to this age 
group except for the chap 
who had stayed spare and 
lean over the years. 


“ How could an older man 
emulate the kids'’ “ Siegel 
asked. “ Even if they had a 
size 38 in kids’ clothes a mart 
couldn’t get 
into 
it. 
Age 
changes the body. 


“Think of all the m en,” 
he added, “ who try to pull 
flare-bottomed 
jeans 
over 
their own slightly flared bot­ 
toms—without 
much 
suc­ 
cess. Something had to be 
done for that crowd.” 


Siegel’s investment in this 
conviction is a new line of 
“ m anfit” 
flared 
slacks—a 
little longer in the crotch, a 
little fuller in the waist, seat 
and thigh than the younger 
version. But it still gives to­ 
day’s dad something of the 
“look” 
he 
either 
envied, 
cherished or deplored a few 
years ago. This is Siegel’s 
first significant entry into 
the over-30 market. 


He tested the new line in 
seven m ajor m arkets—New 
York. Philadelphia, Houston, 
Chicago, 
Detroit, 
Kansas 
City and Indianapolis.

DEAR POLLY—We bought a second-hand green 
vinyl upholstered sofa and chair that are in perfect 
condition except for a few small cigarette burns on 
the sofa seat and two tears a couple of inches long 
on the chair arm. Is there a decorative or inconspic­ 
uous method of repair? The chair arm worries me 
most as the burn holes do not really show . The arm 
tears are now covered with tape and are about lVi 
inches apart near the front of the arm. The burn 
holes are near the back of the sofa seat where the 
seat and back m eet.—MRS. D. R. S. 


DEAR POLLY—I put tubes of glue and paint in glass 
jars with tight covers to 
keep them from drying out 
so I can use them down to 
the last drop —MRS. E. W. 
A. 


DEAR POLLY—O n e of 
the girls wanted to know 
how to “paper” a wall with 
fabric. Since my husband 
has done this frequently I 
asked him for the facts. 
T h e w a l l s h o u l d be 
smooth, either sheet rock 
or plywood, etc.. and then a sealer brushed on. A w ater­ 
less vinyl paste is put. smoothly and evenly, on the wall 
but not too thickly. When using very wide soft m aterial, 
he lapped the edges, put a straight edge through the cen­ 
ter of the lap and with a razor blade cut down through 
both thicknesses, lifted out the excess m aterial, put the 
edges back down and smoothed them out. When using 
heavier m aterial the edges can be butted without that 
procedure. Walls of this type can be shampooed carefully 
with a foam cleaner and I do mean carefully or you might 
loosen the fabric from the wall. Regular vacuuming will 
keep it clean longer —DOT 


DEAR GIRLS—My own method for doing this may 
seem a bit unorthodox to professionals but I have done 
it on both plastered and papered walls with the greatest 
of ease. I use wheat paste mixed to a thicker consistency 
than for paper. With a wide brush, cover the wall area 
that one width of fabric will cover and then smooth the 
fabric on to the paste wet wall. I use a clean cloth for the 
smoothing and if any paste spots appear they can be 
wiped off *hile still damp with another wet cloth. The 
biggest job is cutting the fabric so patterns will match 
all around the room. I do all the cutting first and leave at 
least one-inch allowance at both top and bottom (to allow 
for any unevenness in construction). After the fabric strip 
is in place, run along the edges at ceiling line and at top 
of the baseboard with a nail file or similar object, puil 
gentlv away from the wall for a few inches up or down 
and cut along the indented line with scissors and then 
smooth back in place.—POLLY

census 
figures 
show 


From 1960 to 1969 the pop­ 
ulation between the ages of 
15 and 24 grew a whopping 
49 per cent while the num­ 
ber in the 30-to-39 g r o u p 
grew, in effect, not at all 
But during the ’70s, Census 
Bureau projections show the 
15-to-24 group will grow only 
11 per cent while the 30-to-39 
group will grow 31 per cent. 
Then the numbers in the 
younger group will tail off 
while the older groim keeps 
growing. So that between 
1970 and 1985 the 30-to-39 
group will have grown an 
eve-popping 65 per cent while 
the 15-to-24s will have grown 
only 7 per cent. 


The youth m arket will re­ 
main important in absolute 
numbers. 
But 
Siegel 
be­ 
lieves that in the enthusiasm 
over the discovery of youth 
in the past few years the 
m en’s apparel industry may 
have underplayed the man 
who is older but who would 
wear “ with it” clothes if he 
could squeeze into them. 


In support of his confi­ 
dence in new fashion trends 
for older men, Siegel said 
that one can’t underestim ate 
the 
influence 
of the 
’60s 
youth movement on men’s 
fashions. It was h ea lth y - 
more color, more style a 
greater variety of fabric—a 
complete break with the con­ 
servative, button-down, blue- 
gray-brown past. With varia­ 
tions, that look is here to 
stay, he believes. 


“The youth of the 
'60s 
were the most fashion-con­ 
scious generation in modern 
history and as they m ature 
older men will find their 
fashion opinions 
not 
only 
more acceptable but down­ 
right exciting,” Siegel said. 


This is reflected in his 
new 
m anfit’ slacks, which 
carry 
the 
fam iliar 
HI.S. 
label but are being called 
“Mister H I S.” to differen­ 
tiate them from the youth 
line. 
The flared 
bottoms, 
form-fitting tops, wide belt 
loops and pocket detailing 
are contemporary as are the 
fabrics — cotton, 
corduroy 
and knit. 


“The sheer numbers in the 
new, emerging over-30 m ar­ 
ket present the m en’s ap­ 
parel 
industry 
with 
the 
greatest growth opportunity 
in its history,” said Siegel. 
“ But the key to success is 
fashion. And the fashion will 
be a mutation of the more 
colorful, more casual look 
that 
the 
youngsters 
de­ 
manded and got. 


“ The American male will 
never look the sam e as he 
did before the youth-inspired 
fashion revolution,” he pre­ 
dicted. “And neither will the 
apparel industry.”
